Diseases in the Water Snppl}. 


Of the danger of injury to health from 


polluted>ellyt ia hardly possible to any 
too much, lu one cholera season 
in 


London BIZ hundred deaths were traced 
to the use of one single t street pump 
Typhoid fever baa b«en repeatedly, in- 
deed many times known to affect whole 
families who reso ited to a well for com 
mon supply, while othere in the same 
neighborhood, uung different 
water, 


were not attacked. Worse yet, perhaps 
seems to be the subtlety with which or- 
ganic poison may be conveyed, by waier 
through milk, in dairymen's supplies. 
Several times this bus happened in Lon- 
don and elsewhere in England. In one 
instance, so far as appeared the only 
mode of contamination was by tbe milk- 
pans at tbe dairy being washed in water 
from a stream into which a leakage had 
occurred from a neighboring vault. At 
another time, several wel> to-do families 
in London, one of them that of a piiy 
Bician, were afftcled with typhoid fever 
It was found that they were all supplied 
with milk from several dairies. At last 
it, was ascertained that cases of fever 
occurred only in those families to whom 
bad been sent the milk of one particular 
dairy ; and a local cause of contamination 
of its supply was traced.
